Packaging and outdoor concerts and the statue gets choked by 
the drapery and will it rain and there goes a man with a sign 


on his back which reads: "With new music, the Star Spangled 
Banner, 10¢ Buy Here." Antiques and the Star Spangled Banner 
has been re-written and why has the national anthem been re- 
written and were there peddlers of music here when the Swedish 
nightingale was here and the inevitable problems with the 
microphones and the audience is impatient and has begun to 
applaud and the founder and director of the American Landmarks 
Festivals is now speaking and Jenny Lind gave twelve thousand 
dollars to charity after the concert and the New York Herald 
declared that "Jenny Lind is the most popular woman in the world 
at the present--perhaps the most popular that ever was in it." 
The Royal Opera of Sweden and the Consul General of Sweden is 
now speaking in Swedish and music at last and the Swedish 
National Anthem and the American National Anthem and the 
Ouverture to Oberon and Oberon spent Midsummer in Western 
Pennsylvania and "Sorgeto in si bel giorno" and "Largo al factotum" 
and this baritone is wonderful and there goes the world and 
Hakan Hagegard is wonderful and Nilsson and Bjoerling and Lind 
and Hagegard and is it the climate. The "Casta Diva" from Norma 
is being sung by a young soprano and her voice is not yet formed
